Earl J. C onnelly of the federal 
bureau of investigation 
said the 
youth identified as Robert Kenyon 
of Griromett. Mo., grilled since yes­ 
terday in the $5,000 ransom ab­ 
duction, led officers to the 
body 
near a roadside 14 miles southeast 
of bere, 
Dr. Davis disappeared from his 
office a week ago after being sum­ 
moned, bis secretary said, on a 
medical call by a “ Mr. Jam es.’' 
“ The man responsible 
for 
the 
•rime led us to the spot,’’ Con­ 
nelly announced to reporters short­ 
ly before daylight. 


Body Left Where Found 


“ The man gave us sufficient in­ 
formation that we knew be was 
the kidnaper and then he took us 
to the body.’’ 
Connelly said the doctor's body 
bad been left where it was found 
and would not be moved immedi­ 
ately. 
He would not disclose the nature 
or number of bullet wounds in the 
body nor its condition. 
However, he said the doctor ap­ 
parently had been killed only a 
short while after he wrote a ran­ 
som note demanding 
$5,000, 
re­ 
ceived by relatives last Thursday.

Dr. Davis disappeared from his 
office bere Jan. 26. after telling his 
secretary he wag going to attend I 
an emergency case at the farm of 
a "M r. Jam es.’’ 
At least four persons said they 
saw 
the doctor leave his office 
with a stranger about 25 years old. 
His family was not alarmed when 
he failed to return at night fall for 
frequently 
he 
attended 
patients 
^Anroughout the night. 
Next day, however, 
the

c i a n ’s family learned there was no 
such person as the “ Mr. Jam es.” 
w’ho was reported to have summon­ 
ed bim. 
Last Friday fears for

petus by the discovery of his reed 
icine case in the North Fork river. 

A farmer who 
found the bag carefully washed it. 
innocently destroying any finger­ 
prints before turning it over to of­ 
ficers.

How To Keep America Out O f W ar

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 — Ju st 20 years 
ago this week the United States gov 
e m i n e n t broke off diplomatic relations with 
the German government because the sub 
mariner of the latter 
had 
violated 
the 
neutrality right* of American citizen* on 
the high seas. 
Today the congress of the United 8tat*s 
Is considering new neutrality legislation de 
signed to avoid American participation in 
any future, world war 
It Is interesting to note by the hills pend 
Ing how far American opinion ba* come in 
20 years and to scrutinise also the effec 
thanes# of the remedies now being devised. 
The moat notable plan to keep America 
out of war Is to restrict the actlvlties*of ber 
citizens both with respect to travel abroad 
and the shipment of cargoes destined for 
belligerent countries 
While. 20 years ago. American opinion 1» 
vored au assertion 
of 
neutral 
right* 
as 
superior to the rights of belligerents, todav 
the situation appears lo be Just the re 
verse. If two or more nations want to have 
a war. the entire area of ocean around the 
globe is to be available to them as a theater 
of operations 
Neutral countries, hitherto 
Jealous of the freedom of the seas. now will 
surrender the seas gladly and let the bel 
liferents fight. It out as they please. 
To accomplish this. American citizens are 
to be forbidden to travel either on any ships 
entering war zone* or on any ships owned 
by countries which are at war. 
Likewise 
American cargoes an- to be 
transported 
overseas at the risk of the shipper, and the. 
United States government • eases all dip 
loraatic protection a* (he seashore 
This 
Is what Is known as the “cash and < arry " 
plan 
Foreign governments at war would 
send their own ships to our harbors, pay 
cash for their purchases, and carry them 
away af their own risk Af least this Is the 
purport of the proposed legislation, which 
bas a very good chance pf passage 
Had such laws been In effect 20 years 
ago, the Immediate causes of American en- 
try Into the European conflict might po* 
slbly have been avoided, though there is no 
assurance that other causes would not have 
arisen or would 
no! arise today under 
similar circumstances 
THUS. for Instance, the main object of the 
unrestricted submarine warfare 
pro 
claimed by the German adm iralty early In- 
1917 was to prevent cargo ships, carrying 
munitions and supplies lo the allied conn 
tries, from reaching their ports. The German 
strategists felt that even 
the 
occasional 
destruction of vessels flying the American 
Hag was worth risking In order to inter- 
nipt, lf possible, the line of supplies from 
American arsenals and food granaries. 
Today, in the event of the outbreak of 
war, assuming the same set of belligerents 
A# In 1917, the objective would likewise he 
to break up th# line of communications from 
America to Europe. The possession by one 
set of allies of s powerful navy would, of 


course, mean an uninterrupted line of Cath­ 
an d carry steamships of their own bringing 
supplies to a European base. Bines the at. 
tack can be made now by submarines of 
large cruising radius, efforts no doubt would 
he concentrated on torpedoing those ships 
which were engaged In the American trade. 
Bo far, so good The more powerful navy 
of the belligerents would dbfhinate the sltua- 
i lion. 
But when It was apparent that such step# 
were ineffective, the airplane would come 
Into action—or possibly the zeppllns. pro 
terted by airplanes. 
An air raid on an 
American port where ships were being load 
i cd with cash and carry cargoes would be the 
I next objective of the naval air strategists. 
Non stop 
flights from 
Europe 
to the 
United State* arc today believed to be im 
practicable except as a stunt, but, lf the 
only way in prevent the American people 
from siding, in effect, with the nation which 
bas the more powerful navy is for a belliger­ 
ent to plan an air attack. It would not be 
surprising lf the technical men were soon 
< onrentrated OO developing the needed Im­ 
plements of such warfare. Necessity is the 
mother of invention in war more than at any 
other time, 
F 
OR the moment however, the cash and 
carry plan looks to legislator* here Uke 
the easiest way to k"*p America out «Sf for­ 
eign entanglement. 
But It by no means will 
save the American people from such re­ 
prisal* 
aa 
foreign 
people# 
may 
devise 
ngnioat. us. Only a complete embargo on all 
war supplies. Including foodstuffs, would 
satisfy the absolute requirement* of strict 
neutrality 
But this would mean a stoppage 
of so much busine** activity as to bring on 
a domestic depression, and the pressure for 
resumption of trade would be too difficult 
for any political government to withstand, 
no m atter how much neutrality legislation 
hail been previously put on the statute 
books 
What a majority of congress can 
enact today can be repealed by a majority 
of congress at any time thereafter. 
Historically, the most Important way to 
narrow the operations of belligerents bas 
been for neutrals to Increase rather than 
decrease the scope of neutrality rights. The 
new trend toward withdrawal of diplomatic 
protection for American ships or citizens, 
but at least allowing them to engage In the 
same trade as foreign vessel* and Individ­ 
uals, would spare the United States the 
necessity of seeking enforcement, except in 
courts of claims, of any property rights of 
American citizens that might In- violated 
by tho belligerents. 
W hat then is the most effective way, lf 
any, to keep America out of war? 
First, It is to impose certain limitatione 
on diplomatic protection, but permit Amar- 
lean ships as well as citizens to engage in 
war trade 
Second. It Is to use American economic 
and diplomatic Influence constantly to re. 
store normal conditions in the world so that 
international friction will be reduced to the 
minimum.

It must be said. however, there 
are dangers in this practice. 
Let 
me explain. 
Many of the diseases that at filet 
mankind are no longer a source of 
danger to an individual after he 
reaches the age of 40. The common 
diseases 
of 
childhood and early 
adult life are rarely seen in later 
life. 
But some disorders, such as 
high blood pressure and other Us 
turhances due to weakening of the 
human mechanism, 
become 
more 
prevalent. 
But the danger is not in these dis­ 
eases. but in certain communica­ 
ble diseases. I refer particularly to 
tuberculosis. 
This 
infection may 
exist in a human body for many 
years without 
the victim 
being 
aware of it. 
As 
the 
individual 
grows older and perhaps suffera 
from lowered resistance, the tuber­ 
culosis may be stirred into activ 
it y. 
Not in Same Bed 
It will be seen that older persons 
should not be permitted to sleep in 
the same bed with young children. 
They should not fondle or ki»R the 
youngsters unless it is definitely 
known that the older ones are in 
good health, free of cough and 
without symptoms of tuberculosis. 
Unfortunately, as I 
have inti­ 
mated. the tuberculosis may he so 
mild that It Is unsuspected. 
Occa­ 
sionally the adult may complain of 
certain 
disorders 
which 
are 
thought to be bronchitis or asthma, 
when really the trouble is a form

(arm game management bulletin.! 
the More Game Birds foundation 
suggested that hunters subsidize 
farm ers to raise game and tl;at 
nimrods pay for hunting privileges 
and game killed. 
Game experts have pointed out 
that the sooner sportsmen work 
with farm ers to increase wildlife, I 


the more certain is the future of 
better days afield. 
"The solution of the problem of 
wildlife conservation and 
restor* 
ation lie s‘in the hands of the farm­ 
er.” says Edwin B. Steen, Instruc 
tor in game and fish at Purdue uni 
versify. 
The experts say that in. states j 
where both parties get together on! 
a sensible and not too expensive 
program to protect the farmer from I 


trespassers and at the same time 
to increase the game supply, the 
result Is improved shooting and a 
better understanding all around. 
"Open game country and free 
public shooting grounds are almost 
things of the past In many states,” 
says the Agriculture Bulletin, "and 
it is beyond the realm of present 
possibilities for state game com­ 
missions to purchase and maintain 
public shooting grounds sufficient 
to supply the demands of all sports­ 
men.

“I don’t know whether the track 
was short or not, for I didn t mea­ 
sure it, but even if It were three- 
eight* of an Inch short—Just look 
at the figures.” 
Snyder then went on to show 
that there ar* 109 yards, one foot 
end five-eights of sn Inch In lot) 
meters. 
Another bit of mathemat­ 
ics disrloaed that there are 32.394 
eighth-inch** in the same distance, 
and that the track was made up of 
10,497 parts aa large as the trark 
shortage, each part being three- 
eigbth's of an Inch.
